6 . Security for. Depositors 

'On and from May 1, 1997— 

(1) Every residuary non-banking company shall invest and 
continue to invest an amount including the amount invested 
to assets under section 45TB of the Reserve Bank of India 
Act, 1934 (2 of 1934), which at the close of business on 
ahy day of the quarter ending .Tune 30, 1997 and thereafter 
oh any day of each anarfer shall not be less than the aggre¬ 
gate amounts of the liabilities to the depositors, outstanding 
at, the close of business on the last working day of the 
•econd * preceding quarter (whether or not such amounts 
have bdeome payable) in securities or to other types of
